AN OLD-FASHIONED RAILROAD MAN. 
Railroad men have long delighted to honor Milton 
| H. Smith, the veteran president of the Louisville & 
Nashville, who has died at the age of 85. He was rec- 
ognized as one of the ablest executives in the railroad 
world. He was not an empire builder in the sense 
of Hill. The property he directed called for a differ- 
ent kind of genius—for intensive development rather 
| than imperial expansion. 
| He met the requirements very wonderfully. He 
recognized that it takes people to makea railroad suc- 
cessful. He stimulated the building of homes along 
his line by shipping building materials free. To that 
kind of rebating no exception could be taken. It 
proved a most constructive policy. 

Of course, Mr. Smith possessed many other quali- 

' ties, such as a thoroughly practical knowledge of the 
| railroad business, a prodigious capacity for work, 
| scant patience with incapacity and a positive horror 
for favoritism except on merit. He was not an easy 
boss, but if he drove hard, everybody knew that he} 
| drove himself a little bit harder than anyone else. |
